ASK WHITE PAINT 
ON RURAL BOXES 


(Continued from First Ptge.) 


rural routes. 
These boxes, as a rule, 
present a very unsatisfactory appear­ 
ance due to the fact that the galvan­ 
ized or aluminum finish has w’orn off 
on account of exposure to the weath­ 
er. 
It is the purpose of the depart­ 
ment to improve the general appear­ 
ance of rural mail boxes throughout 
the country, so that they may be a 
credit not only to the postal service 
but to the community through which 
the routes operate. 
“The boxes and likewise the sup­ 
porting posts should be painted white. 
The name of the head of the family 
receiving the mail should be painted 
on both sides of the box in letters 
about an inch in height. 
A stencil 
should be used for the lettering and 
not rough free hand drawing. 
Boxes 
should be re-painted every year.”

FREDERICK.—After an 
all 
day 
hearing of testimony in reference to 
condemnation proceedings instituted 
by the .State Roads Commission to ac­ 
quire the right of way over the prop­ 
erty of Mrs. A. J. Tallier, about a 
mile cast of Urbana, and who was 
a w ard e d $1,000 damages for the prop­ 
erty by a jury several weeks ago, the 
verdict of the jury was set aside by 
Judge Worthington and a new jury 
ordered Friday .to go over the same 
proceedings. The amount awarded by 
the jury was not deemed as sufficient 
by the owner of the land, and the 
proceedings were appealed to the 
court.
